EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



Your committee on the Ep worth League have listened 
attentively to the reports made by the preachers, and de- 
plore the fact that so few Leagues have yet been organized 
within our borders. No prea<jher who is awake to the 
peculiar needs of our people and of our times can be indif- 
ferent to the claims made by this work upon his best thought 
and his best effort. It stands opposed, on the one hand, to 
that spirit of worldliness which would lead our youth away 
from Christ for their pleasures, and on the other to that 
spirit of anti-denominationalism which would lead them 
away fiom their own altars for Christian fellowship. It com- 
bats the idea that the social instinct is necessarily and in 
itself sinful, and lays its hand on the social nature, for the 
purpose of guiding it into a normal and religious growth. In 
the Epworth League movement our church has not only acted 
in wisdom, but in response to the calls of divine providence 
toward which she has ever bent a listening ear. 

The League is also designed to touch the intellectual life, 
and is adapted to the needs of a thinking, reading era. The 
gospel of the Son of God addresses itself both to the whole 
race and to^ the entire nature of man. It appeals to his 
thought as Well as to his emotions. True religion 

is not only joy in the Holy Ghost, but it is wis- 
dom as well. The age of reason can never be an 
age of unbelief, but it must be an age of worship. Whenever 
man has come to himself, and has stood forth in the posses- 
sion of his rational faculties, he has exclaimed : ‘‘I will arise 
and go to my father.” Protestant Christianity demonstrates 
that ignorance is not the mother of devotion. The libraries

and literary meetings of the League enable the pastor to 
direct the thought of his young people as never beforCj and 
render it possible and practicable to banish from our midst 
those books that do not tend to the knowledge or love of God. 

But everything connected with the League must be made 
tributary to its spiritual work, and your committee gladly 
testify to the success with which this has been done. The 
The social ostracism with which the consciencious and con- 
secrated boys and girls are often threatened in our cities and 
towns, may be the very means by which they become known 
to each other as kindred and congenial spirits, and the close 
sympathy and spiritual affiliation into tvhich they are brought 
by the League exercises a reflex influence upon the general 
social life. The young Christian no longer needs to 
justify his conscientious scruples, or to defend his con- 
victions, for the department of charity and help en- 
ables him to become aggressive in his religious life, thus 
furnishing the best answer to criticism, and at the same time 
the best means of development. Neither religious instruction 
nor even religious worship can take the place of religious 
effort. “Faith without works is dead,” whether found 
among the old or young. 

Moreover, the pastor and the cliurch need the service a» 
much as our young people need the exercise it furnishes. 
The young Christian is an apprentice, rather than a gymnast, 
and the League impresses him with the fact that in his vevy 
first work, as in all his work, carelessness and inattention 
may mar the work, and spoil precious material This feeling 
of responsibility for success is absolutely essential to prac- 
tical godliness. 

We heartily commend the Epworth League to the imme- - 
diate consideration of our pastors, and insist that immediate 
steps be taken to perfect its organization in every charge 
connected with our conference. Your committee hope that 
every one who votes for the adoption of this report will 
consider himself thereby pledged to carry out its recom- 
mendations. 

We approve the formation of a state organiza-tion, and hope 
that all our Leagues will send delegates to its next meeting. 

We especially commend to the patronage of all our people 
the Epworth Methodist, published by Rev. I. Z. T. Morris, 
and are rejoiced to learn that it is soon to become an eight- 
page weekly paper. It is the only paper in our church pub- 
lished in the interest of the League.
